Buat
thint they are namerons, strong, or voluutary,
we thall npot  helisve withoat farther
evidence than the malvonteut press has yet
{furniched.

At the eame time wa cannol ignore the fact
that the Mississippt Coustitation would nothave
been rejeoted withiontl the belp of & consider-
able per centage of the colored vote, and that
several of the Demociats in the Georgls Lugiz-
lature represent constituencies into whish the
black element largely vnters, The experience
of these Biates is couclusive a8 to the ability
of the whites, with oareinl management, Lo
control in & lurge degres those whom they
lately owuned, and whom they still employ.
The presnmption that kind treatwent and a
doe regard for rights, resulting from smanci-
pation, wounld evabile snparior intelligence and

yroperty to secure the electoral go-operation of
}-l:h kg, has from the lirst been the strongest
Aavswer Lo the ontory against negro suflrage.
MThers must either by cownrdice, or & lurking
desire to inflict lujustion in the minds of men
who boast of infloenca over their late slaves,
and with the sawne breath aflect horror at the
ruin to be produced by pegro enfranchisameant,
In one or the other of these positions there
must be dishonesty.

And so it is with regard to this pretended
revulsion of feeling agaiust the Republicans,
It does uot lovk buna fide or honest, The poli-
tivians who talk of it, and the newapapera
that give it publivity, arc 8aspiviously reticent
as to their Inture course towards the negro.
They are profuse in their praise of the con-
verts, of course, and of their promises of kind
treatment. The praise, we observe, always
rests on partisan subserviensy, and the kind
treatment is always Leld oat as the reward
for voling the Demooratic ticket, On the
larger question of the negro’s political rights,
Eearcely a eyllable is uttered. Colored volers
may change, but the aisfranchizing purposes
of the dirloyal whites rewain lirm as ever,
The latter sre guite willing to use their labor-
ers in an election, bt they are resolved that
there shall be no colored vote when the Demo-
crats regain power.

The exceptions to this remark are so rare
and uunimportant that they only strengthen
the rale. Resolutions are printed purporting
to have been adopted somewhers in Misais-
gippi, in which a recognition of the negro’s
right i8 promized; but they are nnsupported
by a single nawme, or by the slightest sign of
concurrence in the local press, Again, at the
Mobile Democratic ratitication mesting, Mr. C.

C. Langdon, addressing colored peopls, said:— |
“‘We recognize the fact that you are entitled to |
vote in elections, and we are not going to de- |

prive you of this right.””  Neither there, how-
ever, nor on any other ocoasion which conld
make the promise binding on the Southern De-
moceracy, bas this recoguition assawmed a posi-
tive form, On the other hand, Mr. Wade
Huwpton, who some time sgo advooated im-
partial soffrage, fonnd the idea unpalatable
amoug hLis friends, apd dropped it as sudleoly
as he bad esponsed it. The sams is true of
others. At this moment, thersfore, the Bonth-
ern Democratio leaders, with hardly a siogle
euception, couple their avownls as to intla-
encing the negro vote with a declaration of
unsbated hostility to the priocipls involved,
The Charleston News is more candid than
most of its contemporaries:—

“Plhat the newro does vole, and that he will
vole at the comipg eleciion, 1s un nomisteicable
fact snd this negro vole §s proposed by the Da-
roocraey of the Soutbern Siates Lo be turned Lo
the pructicsl adyvaotsge of the Damoeratic
purly. This we do nol desire Lo conceal, Oar
P[ul.a and purposes are plain and oneguivocal,
d'hey ndmil of o double meaning, and leave no
Toom for doubt or eqalvoeation,

It i with Luls declaration tuat we go before
the colured people, aud tell thy m 1o vole [or the
Diemovratle candlaates, bsllevineand knowing,
Bs we do, Lhal the Democratic party silone will
Becure tothem the sabstintial frans of frecdom,
We promise them wo universil sulfrage—they
fire nol able to east Lhelr voles lutelllgenlly.
We promise them no fat males and broad acres
—tLéy must work ine abisln propariy by par-
chnke, ns Lhe white men do.  But while we wiil
not promise whal the sentiment of the Hanth
will Lot snllow to be performed, amd what the
volars of the Novih acd West Bbave copdemnpedl
In a huudred eleelions, we do pledge ourselves
Lo make the colored mun secore inall nis rights
and (o enuble i o lapor with profdt under
the protection of egual laws *

The Newstells tha trath, we doukt not. The
opponents of the new governments propose to
turn the negro vole ‘Yto the pracicsl advan-
tage of the Demooratic party;'" but they will
not coneeds nuiversal or aven qualifiad colored
pufirage, becauss “'thesentiment of the Sounth"
iz determinedly opposed to both,

Hence, in part the skepticlsm which the
alleged progress of Dewooraoy among the ns-
grous exuites, Thers might bs sowme pretext
tor it if the whites, as a matter of expedienoy,
pledged themselves not to disturb the rightd
acquired by the colored man. DBat It has
neither reason nor probability, g0 long as the
objeot of acguirivg colored votes i3 to procure
disiranchigement. The blacks may be deosived
in gome things, They might uot nnoatarally
glve a preferencs to their old masters over
more recent friends, were the circumstances
otherwige wl'lt'nl. Bat the odds will all be the
other way while this radical difference exiats
between the partivs on the sabjuct of sullcage.
:l‘hl:' freedmen hold in their hsnds Lthe mesns
of securing as rights what the Damosraey pro-
poses to conveds as favors, They have tasted
of the exercise of this power, and have a dipsct
Interest in the governments now In operation.
And pomething wore than vague boasting will
be necesanry to convinoe us that they are likaly
to surrender sverything into the Lands of

those who would degrade and disfranchise
them. The canvaes will bo more fesbly con-

iteration of the old and long-standing malady.
An awbitiona ohief, & general governor, or &
plouderivg and murdering bandit jumps up
and gets at deflance the Government i one
place to-day and in another place the next
duy, and so it continues day afer day aud
year after year. The news published yesler.
doy, svd iodeed, for some time past, shows
the Juirez government to bedu a precarious
situation, Governor Hernandez, of Vera
Croz, had retursed from Madellin, where ha
Lid failed to put down the insurgents; the
land pud eéa operations undertaken aralnst
the vebels of Alvarado had alvo failed; the city
of Vera Cruz waa full of malooutents, and the
rebels were makiog ralds within musket range
of he eity; civil authority had baen suk-
pended; Colone! Domioguez had been de-
leated by the Yuoatan Indians, aosd kidoap-
ping, murders, and robberies were of fraqueut
aud geueral oconrrencs thronghont the repub-
lie,  Bat it is nnnecesgary to recapitulats all
the hovrors of that disorgauized conuntey. They
are woll kuown, and, as we said,
chironie copdition of Mexico,

The United States is not without blama for
this state of thivg:, We should bLave held
Mexivo aud established a pood aud sgtable

povernment there when we conguered it aud
General Scotl was in the capital, Oar sliort-
Eighted politiciapg, haviog the slavary qnes-
tion on the Lrain, feared to annex such a vast
territory to the southward, and we lost a glo-
ricus opportunity of giving peacs to aud ds-

veloping the wonderful resonrces of that
country, What a dilbrent condition
Mexico  would have been in  to-day!

Twenty years have pussed since that opportu-
nity ovcurred.  What wealth would have besn
developed both for Mexion and this republic!
What progress would have been made 1a that
tine had we coutinned to hold the gountry !
Not nlll_\' did we loge the Brostedt advan MITECER
but we have been close upon a war with &
Kreat I'.'llrupl-ﬂ.ll Power in CONSe | En0e, N ipo-
leon stepped in to establish a govaroment
there during onr ¢ivil ware He attsmpted to
do what we ought to have dous lung before.
We were bronght to the verge of war with
France in expellivg the Eoropeau intraders
aud in defendivng the Monros dovtrine. The
Mexican republiv owes its existence, as is wall
known, to the United Siates, which, however,
they seem to forger, and are ungrateful,

Yet another golden opportunity was lost
when the French were leaving, to absorb
Mexico, and to give it peacs. General Grrant
prepoged to send Sheridan with an army for
this purpose. Like the great Howan geusrals
of old he saw the destiny and glory of his owa
country. He saw, in iact, what was the in-
evitable destiny of Mexico as well, aud he pro-
poged to carry that ont while Mexivo was de-
pendent upon the United States, and while we
had large armies in the fisld, ripe with expa-
rience, and full of awbtivn. The General
wonld gladly have gone on this mission him-
self, and g0 would our other ieross and brave
soldiers, bLut Mr., Seward's trimming and
short-righted polioy frastrated the object. The
red taps of the State Department arrested onr
destiny, and the destiny of Mexico, and has
continued the misery and tronbles of that R«
public. Even Eunropean nations, inimical as
they are Lo the growth and power of the United
States, reproached ns for want of foresight and
wisdom in wot seizing the opporluuity to
absorb and give peace to Mexico.

What is to be done now ! Only one thing,
and the gooner that be done the better, ither
establish a protectorate over Mexico or aunex
it. The latter wonld be hest, would save
future difficulties, and would accomplish at
ovce what i ingvitable. This would bs mercy
to Mexico, and would make it a rich, pros-
perous, aud great country. Some silly and
sentimental people might talk aboat national
independence and pretend to dread the ex-
tivction of Mexican nationality, but this won!d
be mere sentiment and hombug. Mexico
would have more honor and glory in being
& part of this great republic, and Ler wealth
and prosperity wonld be inoreased a hnndrad-
fold. General HRoseorans is going out there
at the right time, and i8 the right man
to accompligh this. Like General Grant,
he comprehends this necessary and old
Roman policy, The Mexicans, like the Car-
thaginians when they were defeated by the
superior power of Rowme, shonld gladly accept
their destiny, and shonld, as Carthage did,
gend their generals, SBenators, and great men
to treat with this gecond Roman republic for
unity and a united fatare. This repnblic is
destived to be greater than Rome ever was.
It will absoab all North Awmeriea, from the
Isthwas of Panama to the Arctic Cirele, and
will connt hundreds of millions of inhabitants.
It will be a coutinental power, and standing
between Europe and Asis, must becoms the
greatest power in the world. Whe would not
be prond of being nnited with such a futnrs ?
Will wot the Mexicans sve their own glory and
advantases in gnch a uulon ?

But, whatever the Mexicans may think,
tLig muost be onr policy. We eannot resiat our
destiny. Whether they will or not, this model
republic is the dominating power of America
and must cootrol ite fulure. Geunsral Rose-
oraps 18 & wan of large and statesmanlike
views, & wan of the old Rowan typs, and he
will know what to do iu the present crinls. He
is pow waiting for jostruotions. Will Mr.
Seward and the Pre:1dent upderstand the situ-
ation and instroot him accordingly ¥ Or,

rather, will they ot give him snfliolent latitude |

and discretion to earry ont the American
policy we have indieated ! Mp. Soward has
doue well with regard to China, but he lacks
foregight and comprehension abont Mexico and
our inter-continental affairs. The President,
however, ghould #se the uscessity of the policy
we bave indicated, Nothiog to allay domestic
tronbles so much as a vigorous forsign policy
and the acquisition of territory, It ocouples
and satizlles the restless and awbitions spirits,
The Romans understood this well snd followed
it successfully. FPresident Johuoson has an
opportuunity to make himself famons on this
Mexican question, and if he will leave the
gettlement of it to General Rosecrans that
statesman and hero may bring abont the an-
vexation of Mexico and his own slavation to
the Presidency for accomplishing so great a
work. At all eventa the orlsis is at hand, and
the time bas come when the United States
ghionld give a Government and peacs to Mexico,
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Grant and the Cotton Speculations

Now, a3 a mattar of faot, Mr. Mallen navor
possessed this *geteril supervision of whivh
lie penks until alter the act of congress regn-
Iating trads with the reoccapled Sttss, which
was approved on the 12th day of March, 15063,
Before the passage of that ast and the pablica-
tion by Prestdent Lincoln of his trads procla-
mation of March 51, 1563, the regnlation of
trade with the Rebel States was assamsd and
exeroised “exclusively by the military antho-
rities.’” This is the language nsed by Seors-
tary Chase himgelf in his Annnal Report for
{he year 1563, The Seorétary expressly says
that the notof March 12, 1263, “*devolved npon
the Secretary of the Treasury the duty of re-
gulating trade,”" and it was in the discharge
of the doty thug dsvolved upon him that
Becretary Chase, late in the spring of 1503,
conferred npon Mr. Mellen the office which he
now rather gensrously deseribes as having
giveu him a *‘general gnpervision'” of trade
in the territory recovered by our Wastern
armies from the beginoing to the end of the
War,

Aud that Horatio Seymounr in ne manner
protested against wvor openly disseatsd from
this manifestation of sympathy with the Re
bels, thoungh another Democrat (the How.
George W. Clinton) promptly aud emphuti-
cally rebuked it.—Is this denied !

V. We have charged that Horatio Saymonr,
beivg on a visit to this city soon after the
Confederate Coustitution was promulgated at
Montgomery, declared to Jndge Charles H.
Ruggles that he had carefully read that in-
struent—that he deemed it decidedly pre-
fersble 10 the Federal Constitation framed for
us by Washington, Franklin, Madizon, Hamil-
ton, Piuckpey, Rufng Kiog, Gerry, eto,—and
that be deemed it advizavle that our State
should adopt the Confederate Constitution
just framed at Montgowery, and so obviate
vivil war by joining the Soutbern Confeda-
racy.—Has this been denied? When ?
Where ?

VI, We have charged that Horatio Say-
mour, in his speeches, messages, eto., throngh-
ont the war for the Union, coutinually repre-
gented the Rebels as in the right, the Unionists
a8 in the wrong, not with regard to secsssion
and disunion, but as to all that preceded and
produced these. His continnal assamption
wag snhstantislly this:—*The South has besn
grestly provoked, wronged, abused; bat dis-
nuion is mot the proper remedy for her
wrongs.'”  According to his habituasl logie,
the Rebels were fundamentally, substantially
right, and enly technically, incidentally
wrong. They were like a plaintiff who has a
perfectly good cause of aotion, but has sned in
the wrong Court. Does any one deny this?
Will any one deny that it was caleulated to
dampen the enthusiasm and chill the ardor
of these required to brave perils and make
gacrilices for the national canse ?

VIL. We have charged that when, in 1863,
Lee's army was advaocing trinmphant into
Penngylvania, and the fate of the Union
geeed to hang by a thread, Governor Sey-
mour prepared and brought te this city an
elaborate Fourth of July address which stadi-
onsly aud persistently beld up to reprobation
President Lincoln and hig Cabinel as the chief
saeailants and most formidable enemiss of our
rights sud liberties, tannted them with their
raverges and disappointments, and nowise in-
timated that the Rebel Governwents and
armies were onr ohief national peril. In the
conrze of this harange, he said: —

A few yesrs ngo westeod hefore thiscommu-
nity to warntnem of ths dangers of seclionl
gtrifiy but our fears were lnugued at. A @ later
day, when the elonds of wir overhuung onr
country, we lmplored those in suthorliy to
cow promnise thal difficanlty; for we had beeén
lold by tuat great oralor nod statesman, Barke,
1Rt Lhére Dever yel was & revolation that
might not buve hesn prevented by & compros
mire opportnpely and gractously made, (Great
spplanse ) Oar prayers were unheeded; and,
when the coutest wis opened, we Invoked those
who bhad 1he condaet of atfalrs nottounderrate
Ihe prwer of the ndvergary—not lo anderrate
toe coursge and resonrecs wod endurance of oar
unn sla'er Blules. This warning was lreated as
symputby with treason. You nave the resalts
of these unbesded warnlpgs, and uobesded
PYaYers; they have sinlped our soll
with blood; they have carvied mourning
1o thousands of homes; aud to-day they
Linve bronghut our couplry 10 Lhe very
velge of destioetion, Onece more ] eaome before
rou, to ofleér nn earnest prayer, and bag yon to
Halen o & warning., Our conniry 18 notonly
#hthis tlme torn by one of the bloodiest wars
Lhnt has ever rpvaged Lhe face of tue earth; but,
'l we tarn our faces (o oor own loyul Siules,
bow 18 It there? You fnd the communily
divided into politieal parties, strongly serayed,
spd using with regard to ench olhers terms of
reproach and cellnnee, It is xald by thoss who
shpport more pearticclarly toe Administration
that we, who dliler honestly, patriotioally, sln-
cerely,from them with regard to the ling of
iuly, are men of treasonable purposas and ene-
miies 10 our constry. (Hear, hear.) On the
otber bhund, the Demoeratie organization
ook uvpon this Adminlatration as hostlle
10 taeir rights wnd  Hberties, They
look upon Lhelr opponents as men whio wonld
do them wrong In regard 1o thelr mosb saored
freucbises, 1 peed not oall your stléntion 1o
tue topne of the press or o the tous of pnbllo
levling to show youn how, al this momeni,
paitles nre exnsperaled snl stand In detlant
attiludes 1o esmch other, A few Years ago we
were 1old that sectlonul strife, waged In wards
Hke these, wonld do vo hsrm 10 onr conntry:
bt you bave seen (he sad aod blondy resulis,
let ua be adnonlsnsd now In tlme, and take
care that this invatlon, tuis feeling whioh Is
growiog up in onr midsl, shall not ripen inio
civil tronbles that shall carry Lhe evils of elvil
war into our own hotoes,

“Upon one poipt sl are agreed, and that s
thiri=Until we have a unjled North, we oan
huve nosbeces:Mal war, Until we nuve s unlted,
hsrmonions North, we oan have no benefleant
peace, How shall we galn harmony ?  How
ghsll the anity of all be oblalned ? 18 1L Lo be
coerced ? 1 appeal to you, my Republlesn
frivnds, when you say Lo us thatl the natloo's
e and existense baong apoon harmony asod
copeord here, if you yourse ves, ln yoar sarlons
moimenis, bellove tha' Lthls 1s 1o be prodaocad by
selging our persons, by Infringlng apon oor
vights, by lusalting our homes, and by depriy
Ing us of those eherished prinoipisg for which
our fwihers fought, and o which we have
alwiys sworn alleglanee. (Grent applanse,)

After gorue varintions on this theme, he
coptinued his appeal to \opublivans in these
words:—

—These covert threats of mob violence and
State gecession were the palpablile overturs to
the negro-killing honse-sackiog, orphan asy-
lnm-burniog outbreak that soon followed,
That outbreak was the fulllment of Thayer's
threat that, if the North wonld have civil war,
it shonld be inaugurated on her own soil. Bat
for Lee's defeat at Gettysburg, sud Pember-
ton's surrender to Girant at Vieksburg, and
Bauks® capture of Port Had:on, all providen-
tially vonuhsafed us at this critical time, oar
gutters would have run shoe-deep in blood,
and our city probably been burned by onr do-
mestic Hebels, The dizasters of their Southern
comwputriots blasted their hopes and wneasura-
bly parslyzed their arms.

(Vocolferous
clheers,)

—Ilere you ses that Seymonr comwmends
Limezelf 85 the friend of these ruilians becanse
he was doing hia utmost to get the draft
stopped and had sent his Adjurant-General to
Washington for the purpose. They waunted to
bhelp the Rebels, and stoppingihe draft was
exactly in their line,

I1X, We have charged that Governor Hay-
mour appealed to President Lincoln to stop
the dra't, as though it were an act of wanton,
needless, tyrannioal exaction, aud not a stern
necessity required for the national salvation
—gaying:—

It ix belleved by at least one-half of the peo-
ple of the loyal States that the Conseriplion act,
which they ure ealled upon to obey becanse i
Is on the statute-hook, 18 in Hsell & violatioa of
the supieme Constliutional law, * * & [ do
not dwell npon wnst belleve would bs the
consegquences of g violeot, hnrah poliey, befire
the constitutioonlily of Lthe act Is tested, You
ouD BCAD The fntare as well as L. The temper of
Lbe people lo-day you can readlly leai n.”

Pregident Lincolm, thus abusively ap-
proached, calmly add sweetly replied as fol-
lowgi—

‘L donot ohjeot to ablde the decislon of the
United Stiates Bupremse Court, of of the Judgos
thereol, vbn the consuitntlonslity of the [Deaft
law, In faet, Ishould be willing to facliitats
the oblsiniog of i, HBat I cuwanol conseut to
tore thetime while 1L 18 belog oblkined. We
are cantendlpg with an encmy who, as 1 nnder-
stand, drives every sable bodied man he oan
sesch lutlo his ranks, very muoch as a hutoher
drives bullooks luto & slsughter-pen, Nollme
is wasted o argument 1s ased, Told produces
s urtoy which will s00n tarn apon oar uow
victorions soldlers already o the fAald, If toey
shall not be sustalued by renrnlts as they shouald
e, It preduces ao army with s rapldity not to
be meiched on our side, If we Nrsl waste
time to re-experiment with the volunteer sys-
tem, already deemed by Congress, Rod paipably,
in faer, s0 far. exhausted as 1o be Inndegaate;
and then more time 1o oblaln a Court declsiou
“E 1o whether o law 18 constitutionsl which re
gulres a part of Yhose not now 1o the service to
£0 10 the ald of those who are slready in il and
&L more time Lo determine wilkh absoiute cer:
Iuinty 1tbhat we gel Lthose who are togo in Lthe
precisely legal proportion 1o thoss who sre no:

and cons!llational, and yel practieal, in per-
forming the lmportant doty with whieh I um
ebarged; of malntalniog the nunliy aud the free
principles of our common eonntry,”

—Buch are the grounds whereon wa have
arraigned Horatio Seymounr as the propsr can-
didate of Admiral Semmes, General Forrest,
Howell Cobb, Robert Toombs, ete. ete., who
werd then fighting to destroy and divide the
Union as zealonsly as they are now struggling
to elect Seymour and Blair, and not a fit can-
didate for those who, with Grant and Colfax,
were doing their “level baat" to put down the
Rebellion.

Wherein have we done Seymonr wrong !
The worst chargea we have bronght against
bhim are citations from hia own deliberately
prepared and carefully uttered words., Judge
Lim by no mere asgertion, but by his own
record !
